A. A. Axline the father of the u n­ 
fo rtu nate brakem an, who met death 
beneath the B*g Fo u r m idnight freight 
train Tu esday night, arrived in his 
city last night abo nt 10 o ’clock, com­ 
ing from Zanesville, O ., to claim the 
body of his son. 
This m orning he 
went to the morgu e at Fred Cald­ 
well’s and when the eyes of the h eart­ 
broken father looked u pon the mangled 
remains of a wayward son, the scene 
was indeed pitiable. 
In an interview w ith the father 
many new developments came to light. 
The you ng man was not H arry A. 
Marlowe, as hejhad in his note book, 
it was an assu med name for some u n­ 
known pu rpose, while his real name 
was Emmet A. Axline 
The father 
was at a loss to know why he had an 
assu med name, bu t stated that the 
boy had w ritten home from Dayton, 
and made the statem ent: “ 1 hope i'll 
never get into trou ble, bu t if I do I 
don’t want to disgrace my fam ily, so 
please w rite me at Dayton, O , and 
address my letters, H arry A Marlowe. ” 
The story of the yonng m an’s life 
as given by the father in part was as 
fo llo w s: 
The boy had gone throu gh the com­ 
mon schools while tho fam ily still 
lived in Cleveland, where the father 
was a dru ggist. 
When he started into 
high school his m other died, and the 
boy became imbu ed w ith a roaming 
spirit. 
The fattier secu red a position 
for tne son, 
bu t he ou ly worked a 
few weeks and the father told him 
that he m u st settle down to work, as 
had his brothers, hu t the wayward son 
was not satisfied and one day abopt 
fou r years ago. he went away and 
from that tim e on the father wou ld 
only hear of him occasionly. 
Mr. Axline m arried again and when 
asked if the stepm other had interfered 
with tiie boy’s happiness and co ntent­ 
ment at home he said that the step* 
mother fairly worshipped him and was 
as a m other to the “ black sheep’’ of 
the family. 
The you ng man was home last May, 
bu t only for a few hou rs and Mr. Ax­ 
line implored him not to take u p ra il­ 
roading. 
In the you ng m an’s coat were fou r 
rings, two of them were ladies’ rings, 
the other tw o being gentlem en's hand 
rings, one of which was silver. 
As 
soon as the father saw the silver one 
he im m ediately recognized it as one a 
convict had made for his son when he 
was a small lad. 
On one of the rings 
were the initials A. L. and in one of 
the letters which were fou nd on his 
person a letter signed “ A lice” asked 
that he retu rn her ring. 
“ The you ng 
man has been in every 
State in the U nio n,” said Mr. Axline, 
“ and last fall he worked on the b u ild­ 
ings at the Jam esto w n Exposition ” 
In his note book were fou nd abou t 
seventy-five addresses of girls, one of 
them being from Zanesville, whom 
the father knew. 
The you ng m an had on the lapel of 
his coat a badge w ith 
the letters 
O. M. T. S, ’01, bu t the father conld 
not explain this u nless it was the class 
pin of a high school girl w ith whom 
he had 
beoome acqu ainted. 
In his 
coat pocket was also fou nd a meal 
ticket on a Wabash restau rant and 
also one from an Anderson restau rant 
The su pposition is th at he had no 
money or watch as he had borrowed 
two cents from the condu ctor at An 
derson to m ail a letter and had also 
asked a 
fellow brakem an the tim e 
at different stops th at night. 
The grief stricken father left over 
the O , H. & D. at 11:34 for Zanes- 
ville, w ith the m au gled rem ains of 
his 
u nfo rtu nate son, to place them 
in a grave Su nday m o rning beside the 
mother of o ther yt>ars, who is sleeping 
beneath^a little mou nd, safe from the 
pangs of the news of a violent and 
u ntim ely death of her sou .

The theory of blackm ailing behind 
the Oldham su icide, w ill be thorou gh 
ly aired at the next session of the 
Grand ju ry, and 
in 
the meantime 
Depu ty Prosecu tor New bold is gather 
ing inform ation and evidence which 
he will lay before that body. 
Since the article appeared in the 
Repu blican relative to the blackm ail­ 
ing theory, not less than a baker’s 
dozen of blackm ailing schemes which 
have been su ccessfu lly worked in this 
commu nity have come to light. 
Men high u p in official, commercial 
and m anu factu ring life have been led 
into 
compromising 
positions 
and 
forced to pay'vario u s su ms of money 
to blackmailers. 
One of the victims 
stated that, to the best of his knowl 
edge, the 
nefariou s practice began 
abou t ten years ago, and a nu mber of 
men in well-to-do circu mstances have 
paid dearly. 
Many are the 
stories 
going the 
rou nds now, and some of them of a 
highly sensational natu re. 
It is pos­ 
sible that the recent su icide w ill cau se 
an exposu re in this commu nity that 
will fairly startle the citizens. 
Bu t 
a great good invariably follows a ca­ 
lam ity. 
Of cou rse the gossiper 
and 
tale 
bearer we have w ith u s always, hnt 
when some of the victim s tell the 
story of their own accord, it m u st be 
deceived as being other than idle talk 
or gossip. 
It is claimed that there is 
an organized gang 
of blackmailers 
working between this and other cities, 
and that the local end of the work 
is carried on here by men who stand 
high in the commu nity. 
If one-half 
of the stories told contain one grain 
of trnth, it 
is high tim e 
for the 
officials to step in and make an extra 
effort to ru n the thing to the grou nd, 
and rou nd u p those who are im plicat­ 
ed. 
There can be nothing worse—u nless 
it be a w riter of anonymou s letters— 
allowed to breathe 
in a 
civilized 
commu nity than a professional gang of 
blackmailers, for th8 ir work savars of 
“ black-hand” tactics, and they will 
march side by side in hades w ith the 
mu rderers. 
A local official was telling today of 
a you ng m arried man. who was con­ 
sidered an easy victim on accou nt of 
the money he possessed and his easy 
going manner, and was spotted by the 
blackmailers for a “ chu nk.” 
They 
worked on him night and day for sev­ 
eral months, and finally when the psy­ 
chological moment arrived, he was 
instru cted 
to call at an atto rney's 
office. 
A rriving there, overtu res for 
a large su m of “ hu sh money” was 
made to him, and no sooner had it 
dawned over him that he was to be 
made a leading man in the drama of 
du pe, than he proceeded to “ clean 
o u t” the office. 
Being of a powerfu l 
physiqu e, he informed the atto rney in 
the case that if ever any overtu res 
for a so-called settlem ent was made to 
him again, he intended to retu rn and 
throw the barrister ou t of the second 
story window. 
And he was ju st the 
sort of a fellow who wou ld do it. 
His case, and the threatened exposu re 
was imm ediately dropped. 
Bu t other victim s were not so brave 
or diplom atic and consequ ently paid 
the price, rather than 
have 
their 
names cou pled w ith anything of a 
sensational natu re 
in 
the 
cou rts. 
Had they been wise, ana called the 
blu ff of 
the 
blackmailers, nothing 
more wou ld ever have been heard of the 
m atter. 
As it was the facts 
in the 
case always leaked ou t. and they got 
the u ame w itho u t the game. 
When 
they “ fo rked” over their cash to pu t 
a stop to the m atter, this was accepted 
by many as being an admission of 
gu ilt. 
Another fellow who had been ed to 
w rite letters, was asked to pay a large 
su m for the 
retu rn of them. 
His 
friends advised him to hand over the 
money rather than su ffer exj>osu ro. 
thinking the letters were to be made 
pu blic. 
His answer was characteristic 
of the man. for he was as sly and foxy 
as the gang stacked u p against him, 
and his final reply to them w as: “ 
’em snort. 
Come on w ith t 
re, I w o nldn’ 


case rented there. Itfis u nderstood that 
that several lawyers have been mixed 
np in the affairs wherein the u nwily 
were 
separated 
from 
their 
filthy 
Incre, bu t what part they played in 
it, whether as agents of mercy or com­ 
promise, or whether they w ere ~ the 
instigators and backbone of the organ'- 
ized blackmailers, it is not known. 
It wou ld be a good 
thing 
for the 
grand] ju ry to know. 
While we are 
pu tting in sewers, we m ight clean u p 
the morals and society of Ru shville, 
and rid society of its/iangero u s charac­ 
ters. 
The low brow, illiterate and 
degenerate crim inal 
is 
entitled to 
some pity, bu t the polished, refined 
fllcher of money—never.

Criminal Insane. 


AN OUTBREAK SUPPRESSED 


M o re Than 3 0 0 B edlam ites R ise as 
O ne M an and Seek to E scape 
Fro m B ig In stitu tio n . 


Fo r Two H o u ri th e I n a n e K abble 
H eld H o spital F o rce at Bay But 
W ere F in ally O v erco m e. 


Plattsburg. N. Y.. Aug. 23—Fo r two 
ho urs last night a mo b o f patient« at 
the state ho spital fo r the criminal in­ 
sane, in Dannemo ra, sto o d o ff their 
guards while o thers made a desperate 
attem pt to fo rce an exit fro m the 
building. 
No t until o ne o f the mad­ 
men had been sho t and killed and the 
guards reinfo rced by less v io lent in 
matt s and v illagers, was the o utbreak 
suppressed aud the patients again 
lo cked in th iWro o ms. Two large do r­ 
mito ries were wrecked, windo ws were 
smashed. Iro n gratings were bent and 
walls damaged, where an effo rt to 
wrench the Iro n bare fro m fastenings 
had been made. 
The dead man was Isaac Dubo is, 
who had been at the ho spital o nly a 
sho rt time. 
Co nv icted o f larceny In 
the seo o nd degree, he was subsequent­ 
ly o rdered to the state ho spital. 
The o utbreak 
w-as 
planned 
with 
great cunning and carried o ut with 
reckless bo ldness. All had been quiet 
amo ng the 320 men in the institutio n, 
when at exactly 9 o ’clo ck and witho ut 
any no ticeable signal hav ing been 
giv en, almo st all o f the inmates who 
had been liued up fo r retiring, rushed 
into two o f the big do rmito ries and 
slammed the do o rs In the faces o f the 
surprised guards, who rushed after 
them. 
The -madmen barricaded the 
do o rs with beds and o ther furniture, 
and began a fierce assault o n the 
bared windo ws, ev idently ho ping to 
fo rce ail at o nce and thus o btain an 
easy av enue o f escape. 
8 o me o f the less v io lently insane 
o ffered assistance to the keepers and 
were enlisted. 
It was impo ssible to 
fo rce the do o rs, and guards were sta­ 
tio ned at all the o utside windo ws and 
o redred to sho o t at arms o r hands ap­ 
pearing thro ugh the windo ws, but no t 
to kill, sav e in case o f abso lute neces­ 
sity. 
All o f the fire ho ae was then co n­ 
nected and heav y stream s o f water 
directed at the windo w’s where the 
patients co uld be seen 
But the In­ 
sane rio ters put m attresses In the 
windo ws and co ntinued to hammer at 
the sto ne-wo rk In which the bars are 
fixed, 
all 
the 
while 
sho uting 
and 
shrieking. 
Abo v e the tumult, ho w­ 
ev er, co uld be heard the po unding o f 
tho iro n bed po sts wielded by the in­ 
mates, who also had heav y sledge 
hammers. Sev eral sho ts were fired by 
the guards, but It was impo ssible to 
tell whether they were effectiv e un­ 
til tho rio t was quelled, when it was 
disco v ered that Isaac Dubo is had been 
sho t and killed, pro bably instantly. 
The to wn peo ple and guards fro m 
the priso n were attracted by the ter­ 
rific no ise and assisted materially, 
when, at 11 o ’clo ck, thr wardens made 
a series o f assaults and finally fo rced 
the do o rs and o v erpo wered the rio t­ 
ers.

RIVER MYSTERY 


New Yo rk Po lice Co nfro nted by Case 
o f Human Butchery. 
New Yo rk. Aug. 23.—Ev idence o f a 
ho rrible murder, perhaps the mo st re­ 
v o lting kno wn in New Yo rk in years, 
was fo und in tho No rth riv er at the 
fo o t o f Blo o mfield street, when a bo at­ 
man to o k fro m the water a package 
co ntaining two sectio ns o f the upper 
part o f a wo man’s to rso , freshly sev ­ 
ered with a keen-edged knife. 
That they are co nfro nted with a 
“Jack, the Ripper" cast» mo re asto und­ 
ing than any they hav e ev er kno wn, 
is the o pinio n o f the po lice. A general 
alarm was sent o ut fo r the po lice to 
be o n the lo o ko ut fo r o ther parts o f 
the bo dy. The bo atman who to o k the 
neatly 
wrapped 
package fro m 
the 
water almo st fainted when he sum 
mo ned the po lice. 
It is believ ed be­ 
yo nd questio n that the murder was 
co mmitted less than twenty-fo ur ho urs 
a g o . 
A po lice o fficial who examined the 
grewso me find said: 
"I am po sitiv e 
the 
wo unds 
were 
inflicted 
befo re 
death. I kno w this fro m the co nditio n 
o f the skin. 
This is no relic fro m 
the dissecting ro o m o f so me medical 
co llege. 
It is the pro o f o f a ho rrible 
murder. 
The v ictim o f this terrible 
crime was aliv e twenty-fo ur ho urs 
ago .’’ 
The 
parts

the 
wo man 
were 
wrapped in paper and tied with 
a 
flshline. 
Then a co mmo n dish to wel 
w’as wrapped abo ut them and tied with 
a co rd.

“Ho wev er, It seems to hav e be e n1 
established that o n the night in ques­ 
tio n a few enlisted men o f the First 
battalio n, twrenty-fifth infantry, then 
garriso uing Fo rt Bro wn, did go armed 
into Bro wnsv ille and do so me pro mis­ 
cuo us firing, resulting in the death o f
